PONTOON BEACH — Nancy 
J. Bennett, 29, of Pontoon Beach, 
was severely beaten by an 
armed robber and died at 8:45 
a.m. Friday at Firmin Des- 
loge—St, Louis University Hospi- 
tal. 


."The-armed-robberyoccurred ~ 


at Huck’s Convenient Store, 4036 
Ponfoon Road, where Mrs. Ben- 
nett, a night clerk, was found 
lying unconscious behind a 
counter by a customer about 
4:50-a.m-Thursday. 

Mrs. Bennett suffered numer- 
ous blunt trauma wounds to the 
head, said Lt. Victor Logan, who 


is heading the St. Louis Area 
Major Case Squad— team 
assigned to the investigation of 
the murder and armed robbery. 
The victim was taken to St. Eliz- 
abeth Medical Center and later 
transferred to Firmin-Desloge. 
She never regained conscious- 
ness. 

About $100 was missing from a 
cash register, Logan said: The 
victim was alone in the store at 
the time of the robbery. 

The Major Case Squad—was 
asked to enter the case early 
Thursday morning by Pontoon 
Beach Police Chief Chet Ballew. 


Logan said investigators are 
talking-with-a list of people, but 
some help from the public would 
be welcomed. 

Anyone who can help with 
information is being asked to 
contact Logan at 931-0960 or Pon- 
toon Beach police at 931-0738.

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-Change clock, change battery, 
actor McLean Stevenson says —

An actor who touched 
hearts of millions on the televi- 
sion show “M*A*S*H” came to 
St-Louis this week to talk about - 
a subject that has touched his 
heart for years. 

McLean Stevenson, who 
played Lt: Col. Henry Blake on 
the popular television series and 
whose death on .the series still 
brings viewers to tears, visited 
local. radio and _ television 
stations last week trying to 
drum up support for a program 
designed to cut down the number 
of deaths by fire. 

Sponsored by Eveready Bat- 
teries, the program is called 
“Change Your Clock; Change 
Your Batteries.’ The purpose is 
to get people to check the batter- 
ies in their smoke detectors at 
the same time they turn 
their clocks for daylight- 
time, which officially begins at 2 
a.m. today, Sunda:

The series is tentatively titled 
“Doc Knuckles.’’ According to 
Stevenson, it’s based on a real- 
life doctor, Richard Knuckles, 
who practices in Lincoln, Mo. 

Stevenson ‘came across Rich- 
ard Knuckles while watching the 
old Charles Kuralt ‘‘On the 
Road” show. “He was doing a 
story on Doc-Knuckles, and as 
soon as it was over, I called 
Charles, and he told me that Doc 
Knuckles was without a doubt 
the most unique human being 
he'd ever met.

“sWal-Mart”’ Walton, the richest 
man in the United States. “‘He 
and Sam and I go crappie fish- 
ing down in a pond, driving an 
old pick-up truck, and nobody 
really cares what the other guy’ 
does for a living. It’s great,”” 
Stevenson said. 

“When I got to St. Louis,”’ Ste: 
venson added, “‘I called Doc 
Knuckles and talked to him, and 
before \I hung up, I asked him, 
‘Now, Doc, do you have a good 
battery in your smoke detector?’ 
Well, he went and checked it, 
and sure enough, the battery 
was gone. He’d taken it out to 
put in his radio so he could -lis- 
ten to the World Series.”’ 

Stevenson,’ who wrote episodic 
television long before acting in 
“M*A*S*H,” wrote a two-hour 
movie pilot based-on-Doc Knuck- 
les and sold it to Universal, who 
will produce the movie and the 
subsequent series, which already 
has a 13-week commitment.

In addition to working on his 
movie and series, Stevenson has 
been involved in the shooting of 
“Caddyshack II."’
